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POLICE are investigating the 
unexplained death of a forklift 
driver who was found dead at a 
former royal monastery site. 

Metropolitan Police are 
appealing for help to trace the 
last moments of Jack Taylor, of 
Hogarth Road, Dagenham, who 
was discovered at Barking 
Abbey mins, off Abbey Road, 
Barking. 

The 2 5-year-old, a night duty 
forklift operator at a warehouse, 
had been out with friends on the 
evening of Saturday, September 
12 . 

Police found his body on 
Monday, September 14, at around 
1.30pm. 

A post-mortem examination at 
Queen’s Hospital mortuary, 
Romford, was inconclusive and 
further tests are needed. 


Sgt Matthew Laffan, from 
Barking and Dagenham police, 
said: “We are not sure how long 
Jack had been at the abbey mins 
but clearly there is a period of 
time unaccounted for. 

“We are trying to piece together 
his last movements and the man 
captured on CCTV may well be 
the last person to talk to Jack. This 
makes him a key witness and we 
need to speak to him urgently. 

“If you recognise him, please 
contact us so Jack’s family can 
understand what happened to 
him.” 

Officers said Jack returned 
home but went back out again in 
the early hours of Sunday, 
September 13, having called a 
taxi. 

CCTV showed him meeting a 
man in Station Parade near 
Barking railway station between 
2am and 3 am. 

They walked off together in the 


direction of the abbey. 

The man is described as white 
and 6ft to 6ft 2ins with a distinc¬ 
tive walk. 

Barking Abbey is a former royal 
monastery and has been described 
as “one of the most important 
nunneries in the country”. 

Established in the 7th century, 
from the late 10th century the 
abbey followed the Rule of St 
Benedict. 

The abbey had a large endow¬ 
ment and sizable income but suf¬ 
fered severely after 1377, when 
the River Thames flooded around 
720 acres of the abbey’s land, 
which was unable to be reclaimed. 

It continued to operate for 
almost 900 years until its closure 
in 1539.

PUPILS from across east London have 
experienced the horrors of Auschwitz. 

The Holocaust Educational Trust 
invited seven schools from Barking and 
Dagenham, Redbridge and Waltham 
Forest on a tour of the former Nazi con¬ 
centration camp in Poland. 

Schools taking part included All 
Saints and Jo Richardson schools in 
Dagenham, King Solomon and 


Valentines schools in Ilford, and 
Chingford Foundation and Heathcote 
Schools in Chingford and Highams Park 
School. 

More than 200 students took part in 
the “lessons from Auschwitz project” 
trip on Wednesday, October 7. 

Young people heard from a survivor of 
the camp and visited Osweicim, the 
location of the camp and the town where 
the local Jewish community lived prior 
to the start of the Second World War. 

Groups were also shown several bar¬ 


racks at the Auschwitz I site. They wit¬ 
nessed registration documents of 
inmates, piles of hair, shoes, clothes and 
other items seized from the prisoners as 
they entered the camps. 

Participants were then taken the short 
distance to Birkenau, where the vast 
majority of victims were murdered, to 
see remnants of barracks, crematoria 
and gas. 

The tours finished with readings, a 
moment of reflection and the lighting of 
memorial candles.

“His death leaves a gaping 
hole in our hearts and lives.

Crimewatch bid 
for Jane’s body 


DETECTIVES investigating 
the death of a mother over 20 
years ago have appealed for 
witnesses on BBC's 
Crimewatch in an attempt to 
find her body. 

Metropolitan Police are hop¬ 
ing the re-enactment of the 
killing of Jane Harrison of 
Poet’s Road, Islington, back on 
June 15,1995, will help police 
find her remains. 

Jane went missing aged 32 
and her former boyfriend, 
Kevin Doherty, of Cherry Tree 
Rise, Buckhurst Hill, was con¬ 
victed of her manslaughter in 
2013 and sentenced to 12 
years’ imprisonment. 

Despite pleas from Jane’s 
family, Doherty, who is now 
60, has never revealed where 
he concealed her body. 

On Monday's programme, 
the Met announced that a 
reward of up to £10,000 will 
be available to anyone who 
provides information which 
leads to the location or identi¬ 
fication of Jane’s remains. 

Detective Constable Bev 
Mclnerney, of the Met’s 
Homicide and Major Crime 
Command, said: "Jane was a 
much-loved mother, sister and 
daughter, who went missing 
20 years ago this year. 

“Tragically her youngest son 
was a baby when Jane disap¬ 
peared, and he has no recollec-

"Kevin Doherty was respon¬ 
sible for Jane’s death, but we 
are convinced that he will have 
spoken to someone about what 
happened on that day and what 
he did with Jane’s body, 
whether that is someone from 
the prison community, a fami¬ 


ly member or a friend." 

Jane was last seen whilst out 
shopping with Doherty at 
Wood Green Shopping Centre 
in north London. 

Doherty told detectives that 
he later dropped the mother- 
of-two off near her mother’s 
house in Highbury. 

However, officers believe 
that he killed her and took her 
body to one of the many lock 
up garages he had access to, 
before reporting her missing 
the following day. 

In order to keep up the pre¬ 
tence that Jane was alive, 
Doherty made several calls to 
Jane’s landline telephone from 
his mobile phone, in the pres¬ 
ence of others, pretending the 
calls were from Jane. 

At the time of her death, the 
couple had been together for 
three years and had a young 
son together. 

Doherty was also married 
and had three children by his 
wife, whilst Jane had another 
son, then aged 14, from a pre¬ 
vious relationship.

Canvey’s hidden coast 


M ore than 20 years ago, devel¬ 
oper Peter de Savary applied 
to build a £300m town on 
the western half of Canvey. Locals 
objected and the scheme was 
scrapped. The result is a industri¬ 
alised island of salt marsh and a 
derelict oil-storage plateau. 

Like most of Essex, it’s not difficult 
to find the gaps in the urban fence. 

The western seawall at Northwick 
Farm is one of the most remote sec¬ 
tions of the Thames shoreline. That’s 
partly because there’s no direct 
access between Northwick Road 
and the seawall, even though they 
are less than 1,000 metres apart. 

The only way here is a five-mile 
hike from Benfleet station. 

Less than 10 minutes out of Ferry 
Road, cormorants and goldfinches 
fly and feed across mud flats, thistles 
and meadow grass. 

Dutch engineers take the credit for 
defending this segment of the island 
from flooding back in the 17th century. 
To get a sense of what they were up 
against, walk the creeks three hours 
before high water, and experience the 
speed and power of the tide. 

The Dutch were so revered they 
were awarded a third of the land 
they protected (known as the Third 
Acre Lands). The coast footpath fol¬ 



lows the newer, higher seawall, but 
the original Dutch-built mounds can 
still be seen along much of the route. 

Our Walk 3 leaves the Hole Haven 
Creek just before the River Thames 
proper, and doubles back inland. 

It re-joins the seawall via the bird 
reserve off Canvey Road, at the 
roundabout. 

The RSPB has introduced hard 
paths, timber hides and signposts. 

I’d rather they hadn’t bothered. 

But then again, long may they reign 
as protectors of this land from that 
most brutal tide: development.

Seat’s city cutie you’ll want to cuddle 



By Peter Keenan 


THE Mii is many things but it is unquestion¬ 
ably the best city car ever to sport the Seat 
badge. 

Along with sister models, the Skoda Citigo 
and VW up! it has raised the bar for models 
in this market. 

Seat has plenty of previous when it comes 
to making value for money small motors with 
a touch of Latin design flair about them, and 
it puts this experience to good use with the 
Mii - which is available in three and five-door 
versions. 

The exterior features a distinctive front end 
- inspired by larger siblings Ibiza and Leon - 
with trademark Seat grille and stylish large 
headlights while the rear gets a neat set of 
tail lights. There are also 14-inch alloy 
wheels with titanium finish. 

It’s a car you want to cuddle and this feel¬ 
good factor is carried over when you get 
behind the wheel. 

Power is provided by a fuel efficient 1.0- 
litre three cylinder engine - offering outputs 
of either 60ps or 75ps - linked to a slick 
five-speed manual gearbox. 

The former version I tested has a 0-62mph 
time slightly faster than a sloth, but the offi¬ 
cial time of 14.4 seconds does no justice to 
how nippy the Mii feels around town. 

It takes on the urban jungle with a combi¬ 
nation of dexterous handling and sharp 


steering that makes it a delight to drive.It’s 
no slouch on the motorway either and little 
in the way of wind and road noise makes it 
into the cabin. 

Comfort is assured by a soft suspension 
set-up that treats the humps and hollows lit¬ 
tering our roads with disdain. There’s 
enough grip to inspire confidence and 
although there is a bit of body roll the Mii is 
reasonably assured. 

As well as the entry-level S model the Mii 
also comes in Ecomotive, SE, l-TEC, Sport, 
and the fashionista’s choice - the Mii by 
Mango. The l-TEC’s main claim to fame is a 
five-inch touchscreen Seat Portable System 
- on top of a grey gloss lacquer dashboard 


insert - which has satellite navigation, 
Bluetooth phone and audio streaming func¬ 
tions, as well as a Micro SD card slot for 
music storage. 

Numerous ways to personalise your Mii are 
available through styling packs offered as 
optional extras. Safety equipment is also 
plentiful with driver, front passenger, side and 
curtain airbags all included as well as elec¬ 
tronic stability control, hill hold control and a 
tyre pressure monitoring system. 

Despite its compact dimensions - it mea¬ 
sures just three-and-a-half metres long - the 
Mii offers a surprising amount of space. 

Four adults can be accommodated in 
comfort although those in the rear have to 


make do with windows that don’t wind 
down. There are electric front windows but 
Seat neglected to fit a passenger window 
switch for the driver which can be a pain. 

However, boot space is excellent with 251 
litres of space with all seats in place. 

This can be expanded to a mammoth 951 
litres load area when those seats are low¬ 
ered. There is also a double-layered floor 
allowing you to pick either boosted capacity 
or a flat loading bay. One bug bear though is 
the rear shelf which doesn’t lift with the tail¬ 
gate so keeps dropping down as you load 
or unload the car. 

Plenty of cubby holes are dotted around 
for keys and glasses, while large storage 
bins in the doors swallow most other items 
with ease. The Mii is an economical and 
affordable city car with low running costs 
that’s a little winner for Seat.

SLOPPY defending cost the O’s 
dearly after they gifted the Red 
Devils their first home win of the 
season last Saturday. 

For the first 25 minutes this con¬ 
test was embarrassingly one-sided 
as the O’s were good value for the 
lead gained by Jay Simpson’s eighth 
minute opener.
